EDDC withdraws case 
against go-kart track

EAST Devon District 
Council (EDDC) has 
withdrawn its 30 month 
legal case against 
Mansell Raceway Ltd 
less than a week before 


the start of a ten day ap¬ 
peal hearing at Exeter 
Crown Court. 

The news has been wel¬ 


comed by former For¬ 
mula One world cham¬ 
pion Nigel Mansell and 
his sons Leo and Greg

The appeal at Exeter 
Crown Court was due to 
begin last month (July 
12th). 

The case was lodged by 
EDDC to challenge a rul¬ 
ing by district judge Paul 
Farmer who quashed a 
noise abatement order 
served by the district 
council’s environmental 
health team following 
complaints from neigh¬ 
bours. 

The district judge ruled 
there was no noise nui¬ 
sance following a six day 
hearing at Honiton Mag¬ 
istrates Court in Novem¬ 
ber 2008. 

Speaking from his 
home in Jersey, where he 
is recovering from a 
200mph crash in Le 
Mans last month, Nigel 
Mansell said: “I am re¬ 
lieved that EDDC has fi¬ 
nally seen sense and that 
this very expensive and 
wholly unnecessary legal 
battle has now ended.”

Twinners’ French adventure

MORE than 50 twinners from 
the Upper Culm Valley en¬ 
joyed a recent visit to their 
French counterparts for a 
weekend of Gallic hospitality. 

Here, Upper Culm Twinning 
Association Chairman, Bill 
Smith writes about their ad¬ 
ventures visiting families in the 
Loire Valley. 

“We left Hemyock on Thurs¬ 
day evening for the overnight 
ferry from Plymouth to 
Roscoff arriving in France at 
around 8 am. After a short drive 
we reached Morlais where we 
stopped for breakfast. A two 
hour stop allowed people to in¬ 
dulge in croissants and coffee 
and to explore the town before 
setting off on our journey south 


towards our destination in the 
Loire Valley. 

“We reached the city of 
Rennes at lunch time. Another 
stopover allowed us time to 
seek out a suitable hostelry for 
lunch or just to wander the 
streets of the picturesque city 
centre. 

“Our hosts had arranged a 
traditional welcome reception 
at the community hall in the 
village of La Roche Blanche. 
Thanks to our driver John, of 
Redwoods Coaches, we ar¬ 
rived on time and were served 
with a spectacular brioche ac¬ 
companied by local wine. After 
short welcoming speeches 
everyone met up with their 
host families and then dis-

persed to spend the evening 
with them. 

“The following morning we 
all met up for a trip to the 
coastal region to the west of 
Nantes. Unfortunately the 
weather was dismal, wet and 
cold. 

“Our first scheduled visit was 
to be a boat trip on the salt 
marshes. The increasingly 
heavy rain meant that the boat 
trip had to be cancelled and our 
hosts rapidly rearranged our 
itinerary. A local guide boarded 
our coach and gave us a short 
talk and tour of the area before 
we set off for the marine aquar¬ 
ium at Croisic, a seaside resort 


near La Baule. After the visit to 
the aquarium we were able to 
spend some time exploring the 
resort. 

“On Saturday evening and on 
Sunday during the day we en¬ 
joyed the hospitality of our 
host families. A wide variety of 
activities had been laid on for 
us. For example, some of us 
were taken to Nantes, others 
went to local markets and 
sporting events. 

“In the evening, we all met 
up again at the community hall 
at La Roche Blanche for a cel¬ 
ebration dinner with traditional 
music and dancing. 

“Our return journey on Mon¬ 
day was via Cherbourg and 
Portsmouth. On the way to 


Cherbourg we stopped for 
lunch at the lovely town of 
Avaranche before heading for 
the Hypermarket for the essen¬ 
tial retail experience. 

“Despite the adverse ex¬ 
change rate, there were several 
heavily laden trolleys of food 
and wine loaded into the 
coach. Later, some of us dis¬ 
covered that the best bargain to 
be had was a case of red wine 
purchased on the ferry. One of 
our group had a corkscrew 
handy and most of the case 
failed to make it back to He¬ 
myock! 

“A good time was had by all 
and we look forward to wel¬ 
coming the French on their 
visit to us next spring.”

If the bill is successfully passed through parliament, 
then Uffculme will become one of the first new acad¬ 
emies to open in September.

monitor and record 
noise levels at the track, 
not to use a number of 
two-stroke kart race 
training Saturdays and 
introduce noise testing 
for all new leisure karts. 

Bryan Holmes, 

spokesman for Mansell 
Raceway Ltd, added: 
“We hope these measures 
will go a long way to¬ 
wards satisfying our 
neighbours about our 
current and future use of 
the Raceway. 

“Dunkeswell Kart Rac¬ 
ing Club provides an im¬ 
portant, safe and well 
managed facility for 
young people who want 
to become involved in 


motor sport and we sin¬ 
cerely hope to continue 
to offer them this oppor¬ 
tunity for many years to 
come.” 

Mervyn Rundle, of So¬ 
licitors Title, acting for 
Mansell Raceway and 
Dunkeswell Kart Club, 
said: “Karting will con¬ 
tinue at Dunkeswell as it 
has done for the past 50 
years. The district judge’s 
decision that there is no 
statutory nuisance will 
stand as law.” 

Paul Diviani, chair of 
EDDC’s development 
management committee, 
said: “There is no ideal 
solution to a situation 
such as this, because the 
interests of the circuit 
and the residents are so 


far apart. 

“To some extent, the 
council is between a rock 
and a hard place, because 
we want to help our resi¬ 
dents but we have to act 
fairly towards the karting 
fraternity, who have been 
using this site for several 
decades. 

“The Raceway and the 
Kart Club have entered 
into contractually bind¬ 
ing obligations as a result 
of signing a section 106 
agreement which ensures 
the periods of respite so 
sought after by the local 
residents. 

“The council has taken 
the measured decision 
that this arrangement 
would be better in the 
long term when balanced 


against the possible risk 
of a worse outcome had 
the matter been ruled 
upon by the court.” 


In a letter to parents, Headteacher Lorraine Heath 
said the decision to switch to an academy was about 
securing the school’s future in uncertain times. 

She said: “The additional funding, which will come 
into the school as a result of attaining academy status, 
will help us to retain the high quality of provision 
which we already enjoy whilst continuing to develop 
and improve. 

“We have a great deal of work to do now behind the 
scenes in order to complete the legal and financial re¬ 
quirements to convert to an academy, but are confident 
that we will achieve the necessary steps in the

EDUCATION across the Blackdown Hills is improv¬ 
ing according to the latest Ofsted reports for many of 
the village primary schools. 

A number of schools have been inspected by the in¬ 
dependent body Ofsted during the past few months, 
with standards in education improving in many cases. 

Culmstock Primary School near Uffculme has gone 
from a satisfactory school to a good school with in¬ 
spectors commenting on the strength of teaching staff, 
saying strong leadership and a more settled teaching 
force has resulted in considerable improvements since 
the last inspection. 

Payhembury Primary School, near Honiton, was also 
considered to be a good school with inspectors saying 
it had systematically improved since it’s last inspec¬ 
tion in 2007, where they were classed as satisfactory. 

The report said: “The outstanding vision and ambi¬ 
tion of the headteacher is infectious and has brought 
staff and governors on board in moves, which have 
driven up pupils’ attainment.” 

Membury Primary School, near Axminster, has been 
judged as satisfactory with inspectors praising both 
pupils and staff. 

“The pupils are enthusiastic learners, they attend 
well and their attitudes and behaviour are good,” said 
the report. 

Inspectors said teachers and staff successfully pro¬ 
vided a pleasant environment where pupils can enjoy 
their learning. 

They also felt the staff showed a clear commitment

to improving the school further, particularly recognis¬ 
ing the need to improve progress made by pupils. 

Improvements outlined by the report included rais¬ 
ing standards in writing, making better use of assess¬ 
ment information to provide challenging work for 
more able-pupils and extending the provision for com¬ 
munity cohesion. 

Headteacher Ruth Elenor, said: “Membury Primary 
School is going from strength to strength, and it is 
very encouraging to see the changes and progress re¬ 
flected in the inspector’s positive comments.” 

Inspectors felt there had been a rapid improvement 
in standards of education at Broadhembury Primary 
School, following a period of instability, which had 
been identified by the local authority as a cause for 
concern. 

Their report outlined there had been a huge improve¬ 
ment in some aspects of the school’s work. 

The report said: “School data and pupils’ work, in¬ 
cluding that for children in reception, show that 
pupils’ progress has accelerated over the last two 
years.” 

Across the border in Somerset, Buckland St Mary 
Primary School, near Chard has retained its good sta¬ 
tus. Inspectors felt pupils were well mannered, polite 
and keen to learn and their behaviour exemplary with 
the ability to think for themselves, providing excellent 
preparation for the next steps in their lives.

Police help businesses beat 
crime and keep roads safe 


OFFICERS from the Honiton 
Rural Neighbourhood Police 
Team have been visiting busi¬ 
nesses in the Offwell area offer¬ 
ing advice on how to prevent 
crime. 

Officers spent a morning visit¬ 
ing 15 businesses on the indus¬ 
trial estates within the parish 
offering advice on security and 
raising awareness about rural 
crime. 

They also explained the benefits 
of the police team’s community 
messaging service, which alerts 
businesses to crimes in the area 
through email or recorded tele¬ 


phone messaging.

Last month, officers from the 
Hontion Rural Neighbourhood 
Police Team joined year five and 


six pupils to carry out a speed 
check outside the school. 

The children used a mobile 
speed indicator device to gather 
data of the speed of vehicles and 
also joined the police in using the 
hand held “speed gun”. 

The aim of the exercise was to 
reinforce to motorists the impor¬ 
tance of adhering to speed limits, 
particularly in the area around the 
school. 

Speeding motorists was one of 
the main concerns highlighted in 
recent Partners and Communities 
Together (PACT) surveys across 
the Honiton rural area.

timescale which we have left.” 

With academy status the school could expect to re¬ 
ceive a further £370,000 a year in funding. 

Academies are publicly funded, independent 
schools, which are free from local authority control. 

Other freedoms include setting their own pay and 
conditions for staff, freedom from the national cur¬ 
riculum and the ability to set lengths of terms and 
schools day. Academies will also have greater control 
over school budgets. 

Up until now only underachieving schools have 
been able to benefit from academy status. However, 
new Secretary of State for Education Michael Gove 
has invited schools with an outstanding Ofsted rating 
to apply for academy status.

Nursery expansion creates new jobs 


SHORTLY after celebrating its first an¬ 
niversary, a Wellington children’s nurs¬ 
ery is expanding and creating new jobs 
for local people. 

Ofsted has approved a 25 per cent in¬ 
crease in the number of toddlers and 
pre-school age children who can attend 
the Blackdown Children’s Day Nursery. 

The nursery can now accommodate 
16 youngsters in its playroom, in addi¬ 
tion to the children under two years of 
age who are looked after in the baby 
unit. 

This has allowed nursery owner Gra¬ 
ham Brister-Thorne to create two more 
jobs for local people working in child 
care. 

Laura Garland, of Rockwell Green, 
and Natasha Vernon, of Priory, Welling¬ 
ton, have both been employed on ap¬ 
prenticeships while studying for child 
care qualifications at Somerset College, 
Taunton. 

Mr Brister-Thorne has also continued 
his development of facilities in the 


nursery’s extensive private grounds 
with the addition of a sandpit covered 
by a uv-protective sail, a pagoda-style 
outdoor sheltered area, and a wooden 
clatter bridge. 

He said: “Together with my staff, we 
are constantly looking at ways to en¬ 
hance the nursery and the experiences 
which our children enjoy while they are 
with us. 

“I am delighted that Ofsted has 
shown confidence in what we have 
achieved so far and has approved our 
application to increase the number of 
children we can accept at Blackdown 
Children’s Day Nursery. 

Blackdown Children’s Day Nursery 
opened in May of last year in a former 
piggery at Chelston, Wellington, oppo¬ 
site the new Westpark 26 business park. 

The nursery offers weekday childcare 
from 8 am to 6 pm for parents with chil¬ 
dren aged from three months to five 
years.

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First woodland fair a great success 


THE first Blackdowns Woodland Fair was a great suc¬ 
cess. 

Fair-goers were treated to a wealth of woody attractions 
and stalls selling a wide variety of wood related products, 
including wood burning stoves, bespoke furniture, willow 
work, wood turning crafts and an art tent.

If you want more 
hedgerow trees now is the 
time to mark them to stop 
them being cut. The best 
way is to tie something 
bright high up the tree so 
the driver of the cutter can 
see it. We have done this 
on our farm for several 
years and it’s been very 
successful. 

The Woodland Associa¬ 
tion is growing by the 
minute, with a lot of new

members, but most are 
contractors and while this 
is good we need more 
woodland owners to join. 

The benefits for owners 
are they can get free ad¬ 
vice through the Working 
Our Woodlands Project 
which has strong ties to the 
Woodland Trust and the 
Forestry Commission. 

There are schemes 
within this project specifi¬ 
cally aimed at woodlands 
in this area and are grant 
aided, they include plant¬ 
ing and management 
plans. 

It was noticeable at the 
woodland fair the interest 
in “horse logging”, this is 


a “soft” way of extracting 
timber from difficult sites 
with less damage to the 
flora and forna. 

This method is suited to 
many areas on the Black- 
downs and Richard who 
was the horse logger at the 
fair is keen for people to 
contact him. His contact is 
on the web site.

The Blackdown Hills AONB was chosen to take part in a 
new case study that is investigating farming for nature in 
preparation for the review of the Common Agricultural Policy 
in 2013. 

Hands on History 

The AONB, along with Devon County Council, provided 
funding to enable local children and adults to find out more 
about the huge archaeological find - more than 50,000 
pieces of medieval pottery - at Churchill Farm, Hemyock.

Local astronomer Simon Ould from Hemyock took his 
portable planetarium into the local schools to explain the 
mysteries to the universe. 

Local wildlife on the map 

The AONB commissioned audits of the wildlife in seven 
Blackdown Hills parishes - Broadhembury, Buckland St 
Mary, Culmstock, Hemyock, Neroche, Stockland and 
Upottery. These include suggestions on how these parishes 
can improve their local environment for wildlife. 

Locally distinctive design 

An updated Countryside Design Summary now provides 
brief guidance on how to ensure new buildings and extensions 
fit into landscape and conserve the distinctive character of 
the AONB.

The Neroche Scheme 

2009/10 was the third year of the Neroche Landscape Partnership Scheme, funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and led by the Forestry Commission with the Blackdown Hills AONB and a range of other partners. 
The Scheme has continued to take a holistic approach to the landscape of the northern ridge of the AONB, 
seeking to sustain its ecology, reveal its heritage, test innovative approaches to its management, and make 
it work for people as a place for learning, enjoyment and well-being. 

During 2009/10 the Neroche Scheme has achieved: 



• Joint development work and support over 
potential future projects in the Neroche area 


A landscape-scale biodiversity project 

• 250 hectares of open habitats have now been restored 
within the diverse 1,000-hectare public forest, grazed by 
the Neroche herd of English Longhorn cattle. 

• Neroche has funded the provision of wildlife habitat 
management advice to private landowners by the Farming 
and Wildlife Advisory Group and the Somerset 
Wildlife Trust. 

Sustainable access and cutting-edge interpretation 

• The Staple Fitzpaine Herepath has continued to provide 
a fantastic experience of the AONB landscape, and is now 
equipped with mobile, digitally-based heritage interpretation 
- the Neroche Digital Trail Guide. 

• Staple Hill all-ability trail has become one of the most 
popular recreational sites in the AONB, offering unrivalled 
hilltop views across Somerset. 

Using the forest to nurture community, learning 

and health 

• 34 teachers from 14 schools have now been trained 
through Neroche as Forest School leaders and assistants, 
and a partnership with Taunton Learning Partnership has 
extended this provision to 2011. 

• Neroche has continued to run popular programmes 

of family bushcraft, history talks and wildlife walks, while 
supporting Somerset Activity and Sports Partnership 
in providing health walks in the forest for 
disadvantaged groups. 


• Some 1,500 people have taken part in Neroche activities 
to date, amassing more than 650 volunteer days. Highlights 
have included the monthly Neroche Conservation 
Volunteers’ practical days, training volunteers in wildflower 
survey, and Trailwatchers monitoring the Staple Fitzpaine 
Herepath. 

Helping local people find jobs in the countryside 

• Following a successful apprenticeship programme earlier 
in the Neroche Scheme, the Forestry Commission and 
the Silvanus Trust secured Making it Local funding and 
national FC investment in 2009 to run a national pilot for 
a new Forestry NVQ in the Blackdowns and East Devon, 
involving a range of employers. 

A vibrant interest in local history and landscape heritage 

• The Neroche Community History project has continued 
to be one of the most effective participatory local history 
projects in the region, combining hands-on excavation 
with individual research. The project will culminate in the 
publication of a community-produced book about the 
northern Blackdowns in late 2010. 

Neroche Legacy 

• The Forestry Commission is continuing to work with the 
AONB and other partners to build a legacy on the 
foundation of the Landscape Partnership Scheme, to 
continue this work beyond 2011. 

• Some members of the Neroche Local Stakeholders Group 
have begun to set up a new charitable company - The 
Blackdown Hills Trust - which will seek to benefit the 
landscape, wildlife and heritage of the whole AONB.

Awareness and Enjoyment 

Social networking 

Last year the AONB launched itself into the world of social 
networking and set up Facebook and Twitter accounts. 
These allow followers to receive updates and interact with 
us, or provide feedback on our work. 

Outdoor Classroom 

The AONB funded temporary transport so that pupils from 
Hemyock Primary School could enjoy various outdoor 
learning activities. We are pleased to report that the school 
has now found a site within walking distance. 

Learning countryside skills 

Initiated by the Somerset Rural Youth Project, Blackdowns 
Young Environmentalists brought together young people 
living in the Blackdown Hills and gave them the chance to 
learn practical rural skills while carrying out community 
conservation tasks. 


Economy and Community 

Planning in the community 

The AONB, along with Devon County Council, is helping 
the Blackdown Hills network of parishes to produce a 
community-based plan that will identify common concerns 
and aspirations. This initiative is one of four pilots being 
developed in conjunction with the Devon Association of 
Local Councils. 

Making it Local 

The new European-funded grants programme, Making it 
Local, supported some 12 projects to the value of more 
than £500,000 across the Blackdown Hills and East Devon 
AONBs. Among these were a forestry apprenticeship scheme, 
an interpretation centre at the Otter Brewery and Digital 
Mentors, a programme which encourages individuals and 
businesses to make use of the latest computer technology.

Helping hands 

A branch of Exeter Community Service Volunteers, Safe 
Hands, do invaluable work for the AONB such as putting 
more than 6,000 leaflets into envelopes each year. To say 
thank-you, we organised a special afternoon out in the 
Blackdown Hills, with a walk at Staple Hill and a locally 
produced cream tea. 

Discover the Hills from Chard 

Six circular walks in and around Chard is the first in a new 
series of leaflets promoting walks from the market towns 
on the fringes of the Hills. South Somerset District Council 
supported the AONB in producing this leaflet. 

Out in the countryside 

We once again compiled a comprehensive programme of 
events, with everything from Mushroom Forays to Stargazing 
proving popular. We also updated our database and there 
is now the option to be sent an electronic copy of our 
countryside events leaflet.

Visitors from the Baltic 

Members of an Local Action Group from the island of 
Saaremaa in Estonia, came to the Blackdown Hills AONB 
to compare notes with local businesses and communities. 
They were particularly interested in the marketing of our 
local products, especially meat and fibre. 

Supporting sustainability 

This year the AONB Sustainable Development Fund 
supported 24 projects that had a total value of some 
£166,300 at a cost to the fund of £48,400. These included 
Border Dance, a community dance project performed at 
Castle Neroche, access improvements to Blackdown 
Common above Culmstock, and a film of the Blackdown 
Hills Hedge Laying Association’s annual competition.

Who is the Blackdown Hills 
AONB Partnership? 

The Blackdown Hills AONB is managed by a 
partnership of national agencies, local authorities, 
conservation organisations and community 
groups who work together to protect this special 
place. A management group of 20 members 
meets four times a year to oversee the staff team 
and direct the work of the Partnership. 


Budget 

The Blackdown Hills AONB is publically funded 
by Natural England, Devon and Somerset County 
Councils, East Devon, Mid Devon and South 
Somerset District Councils and Taunton Deane 
Borough Council. We also bid to other sources 
of funding to bring in money for projects. 

Our income for 2009/10 was £343,900, and we 
spent some £100,000 on projects run either by 
the AONB team or partner organisations. 


Working together 

In addition to working in the Blackdown Hills, 
the AONB staff team has cooperated closely with 
East Devon and Quantock Hills AONBs. We are 
a member of the protected landscape family, 
which includes national parks. This is 
co-ordinated regionally by the South West 
Protected Landscape Forum and nationwide 
through the National Association for AONBs. 

All our partner organisations also help to 
conserve and enhance the landscape of the 
Blackdown Hills, for example the Forestry 
Commission has continued to run its very 
successful Neroche Landscape Partnership 
Scheme, see opposite.

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A t last the sunshine is bringing everything on - 
climbers need tying in, shrubs are sprouting new 
growth and seedlings are appearing. But one of the 
most heartening aspects of spring is to hear the welcoming 
sound of bees doing their important work in the garden. 

Perhaps we should all take a leaf out of Sarah Brown's 
book. The Prime Minister's wife has installed two bamboo 
bee boxes and a bumble bee house in the Downing Street 
garden to give these beneficial insects somewhere safe to 
hibernate, while the gardeners at Number 10 have planted 
bee-friendly borders. 

Bee populations in the UK are declining, largely due to 
the loss of wildflower habitats in which they thrive. Many 
argue that the extensive use of pesticides on farmland, 
which kills off the wildflowers, is a big contributor. 

Bumblebees are major pollinators of most of our wild¬ 
flowers and crops. If they continue to disappear the plants 
will set less seed, resulting in sweeping changes to the 
countryside, according to the Bumblebee Conservation 
Trust. 

So we need to do our bit in our own gardens and it is rel-

atively easy to create a bee-friendly border. Bees need 
flowers from spring to autumn, but they have to be the 
right types of flowers. 

Exotic, highly cultivated hybrid varieties are often lack¬ 
ing in pollen, while many popular summer bedding 
choices, including Pelargoniums, busy lizzies and bego¬ 
nias, are also of little benefit to the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage garden plants or wildflowers rich 
in nectar, such as foxgloves, hollyhocks, lupins, lavender 
and catmint, verbascum, snapdragon and sedum, to attract 
these creatures. 

Other great magnets for bees include thyme, heather, 
purple sage, sunflowers, honeysuckle. Verbena bonarien- 
sis, cranesbill geraniums and borage. Daisy-like blooms 
with big open flowers are often rich in nectar, so you can't 
go wrong with michaelmas daisies, rudbeckias and asters. 

Wildflower choices might include poppies, mallow, ra¬ 
nunculus ficaria, salvia pratensis, knautia arvensis and 
Lamium purpureum, while bulbs such as alliums, crocus, 
snowdrop, grape hyacinth and Chionodoxa luciliae will all 
attract bees. 

Plant sweetpeas alongside climbing beans to encourage 
a better crop. The bees will be attracted to the sweetpea 
flowers and are then more likely to pollinate the beans as 
well. 

Bumblebee species differ in the length of their tongues, 
and as a result prefer different flowers, so it's important to 
grow a range of different things. 

Avoid elaborate double flowered varieties as some are 
bred without male and female parts, while others have so 
many petals bees can't reach the nectar and pollen to col¬ 
lect it. This is the main reason why single dahlias are pop¬ 
ular with many bees, while doubles are frequently ignored. 

Plants growing in sunny, sheltered spots are more likely 
to be visited by bees than those growing in shaded or 
windswept places. Low-growing plants such as herba¬ 
ceous perennials are more attractive to bees if grown in 
large clumps or patches, rather than being scattered among 
other plants. 

Design your garden so it offers a continuous succession 
of flowers providing nectar and pollen throughout the year, 
including some nectar-rich plants which flower early or 
late, such as winter aconites, which are a vital early source 
of nectar for bees emerging from hibernation. 

If you want a change from a high-maintenance lawn, turn 
a section of it into a wildflower meadow, planting spring¬ 
flowering bulbs such as the snake's head fritillary and 
wildflowers such as the cowslip, ragged robin and wood 
anemone. You can still create an informal path through the 
area with your mower. 

If you grow the right plants, even in the smallest space, 
your garden should soon be buzzing with activity.

M ore gardeners are creating wild 
areas to attract bees, butterflies, 
hedgehogs and birds. If you would 
like to help the wildlife around you here are 
some tips on how to create a friendly envi¬ 
ronment. If you want to attract hedgehogs, 
go for flowering hedges as a screening 
which provides flowers and fruits for 
wildlife and cover for the animals. 

Creating a wood pile should encourage 
them to build a nest underneath. Compost 
heaps also attract hedgehogs, which not 
only nest there but also feed off the insects 
that congregate. 

Allow nettles and weeds to take over a 
corner of your garden, which will provide 
privacy for small creatures. Having nesting 
boxes for hedgehogs, birds and bats might 
also encourage these creatures into your 
garden. 

To encourage moths, grow nectar-rich to¬ 
bacco plants and red campion, and night- 
scented plants such as evening primrose, 
honeysuckle and stocks. 

Water is also essential, from ponds 
where frogs, toads, newts, dragonflies and 
more can live, to a simple bird bath for 
drinking and preening. If you don't have a 


pond, think about installing one, even if it's 
just a small pond or bog garden. An area 
of water attracts a multitude of creatures 
including frogs, toads, newts, diving bee¬ 
tles, water scorpions and thirsty hedge¬ 
hogs. 

Choose an area away from trees, espe¬ 
cially sycamore. One side of the pond 
should gradually slope to allow hedgehogs 
and other small wildlife an exit. 

Planting hedges and borders of shrubs 
will provide shelter and nesting sites for 
birds, and fruits and berries provide food, 
while log piles and areas left wild give 
creatures somewhere to hibernate.
